Oklahoma City, Ok., June 13.—Do 
women accept women's clubs as a 
substitute for religious life and do 
they thereby lose in spirituality? 
Is the tendency of women away 
from the church instead of towrard 
the church, and does religion now* 
appeal more strongly to men than to 
women? 
Bishop Quayle, a leader 
in 
the 
Northern Methodist church and said 
to he the most widely read man iii 
America, in an interview' given out 
in Kansas City this week says that 
this is tho case. 
And from Bishop Quayle’s interview’ 
lias grown a storm of comment and 
criticism, some favorable and some 
unfavorable. 
Bishop Quayle is very well known 
in Muskogee. The pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal church, Rev. I). 
Roland Martin, is a close personal 
friend of the bishop and a great ad­ 
mirer of him. 
“In a measure I agree with Bishop 
Quayle,” said Rev. Martin. 
“The wo­ 
men’s clubs have greatly interfered 
with the work of the church. Women 
have, naturally, just so much time to 
devote to anything. 
If they devote 
that t i m e to their clubs instead of to 
the church naturally the church work 
suffers. 
The women who are lead­ 
ers in club work arc1 rarely ever lead­ 
ens in church work. I believe it would 
he better if women devoted moro time 
to spiritual things.” 
The club women of the city do not 
agree with Bishop Quayle and Rev. 
Martin. 
Mrs. Ii. IL Spaulding, one 
of the most earnest church workers 
of the city, and yet an active mem­ 
ber of a woman’s club, says thai it 
is not only entirely possible for a wo­ 
man to he a church worker and a 
club worker at the same time, but 
that the club women who are church 
workers have accomplished a great 
deal in Muskogee. 
“I 
c a n n o t 
agree 
with 
Bishop 
Quayle.” 
Mrs. 
Spaulding said. 
“I 
know personally of the work that the 
women s clubs of this city and st a t e 
have accomplished in the way of civic 
and humane and charitable work and 
I am in thorough accord with Hie 
women’s club movement.” 
Ms. Franklin Porter, a prominent 
club woman, 
was 
indignant 
over 
Bishop Quayle’s statement. 
“I’d like to know any woman who 
can outtalk Bishop Quayle.” she said, 
spiritedly. 
“And 
as 
for 
women 
‘climbing from philanthropy 
up 
to 
God or from God down to philanthro- 
j pv. one can do neither. 
Every teaeh- 
J ing of christianity is toward philan- 
! thropy, and the two words w ith their 
meanings are so closely related and 
interwoven that one can scarcely say 
where one begins and the other ends. 
And I would point Bishop Quayle to 
the countless things that women’s 
clubs have done to help the world 
and to better humanity. 
The woman 


sbo has done work in a womans 
CiUh and who is in that work in the 
right spirit is a broader minded, bet­ 
ter and more tolerant woman for her 
connection with women’s clubs.” 
Mrs. M. F. Earley, secretary of the 
state federation of 
woman’s 
clubs 
•and a member of the legislative com­ 
mittee of that organization also dif­ 
fers from Bishop Quayle. 
Nowadays women are realizing,” 
SdLl Mrs. Farley, “that it is more im­ 
portant to live religion than to talk 
it. 
Too often ignorant people mis­ 
take emotional excitability for relig­ 
ion. 
But the women of the women’s 
clubs are realizing more and more 
the ideals of brotherhood and of prac­ 
tical religion that make a truly relig­ 
ious life. 
They may not talk relig­ 
ion as much, but they are living it, 
and 
that 
is 
the 
most 
important 
thing.” 
A business woman who read Bish­ 
op Quayle’s interview laughed over 
his reference to the women with erro­ 
neous ideas who “do most of the 
talking, while the women who really 
know something keep quiet.” 
Said the business woman: 
“If a j 
woman has an idea and keeps quiet J 
while ‘erroneous ideas’ are expound­ 
ed, how, may I ask Bishop Quayle, 
does lie know that she really has an 
idea? 
She may lie one of the moon- 
eyed sort of women who look wise 
when they know nothing. 
I have had 
numerous dealings with woman and I 
speaking from expert nee aud known­ 
ing my own attitude I would like to I 
tell Bishop Quayle that it is a very 
difficult matter to suppress any wo­ 
man who really has something to 
say. 
I think most of the ideas that 
chih women have find due expres­ 
sion.” 
Rev. E. D. Cameron, pastor of the 
Central Baptist church and a pastor 
who has many original and practical 
ideas fop bettering the world, says 
that in a measure he agrees with 
Bishop Quayle. 
“The women are in­ 
clined to go to extremes on this mat­ 
ter of women’s clubs,” Rev. Cameron 
says. 
“While all organizations of the 
*ort are inclined to make women bet­ 
ter balanced and more cultured and 
while I favor club work in a certain 
measure and along certain lines, yet 
I believe that the women who are 
the strongest in church work are pol* 
lorn leaders iii club work. The freak­ 
ish woman is usually the one to break 
into prominence in club work ” 
Other club women 
point 
to 
the 
many things that have been accom­ 
plished for good iii Muskogee, to say 
nothing of other 
cities 
and 
other 
states. 
One woman, a brilliant, wo­ 
man who is not* a club' woman, point­ 
ed out the juvenile law of Ohio, after 
which other juvenile laws of other 
states have been modeled, oiginated 
with a woman’s club in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and from that one club received 
an impetus that has made it a na­ 
tional force.

A lot of A m ericans have been de 
#eived about the 
products 
of our 
farm s. 
The 
d epartm en t of agricul­ 
ture, under the Jam es Wilson admin- 
istation, pursued the old spread-eagle 
policy of brag and 
bluster 
and th# 
stan d p a t 
policy 
of 
shouting th at 
things are in beautiful 
shape, 
and 
th erefo re why not stand pat? 
And 
bow comes T)r. Hopkins, of Illinois, 
a genuine agricultural 
expert, 
and 
shows that our farm s 
h av en’t been 
Producing anything like the output 
th a t we have been led to suppose. 
About the 
only 
farm 
products 
which have increased within the last 
decade are potatoes and cotton. And 
as to cotton, while the crop has in­ 
creased 11.7 per cent, the 
acreage 
l as increased 32 per cent. So the cot­ 
ton crop is not as good as it used to 
he in pounds per acre. 
T he depart­ 
m ent of agriculture dealt in roseate 
“estim ates,” which have helped 
to 
beat the price down, good crop esti­ 
m ates being 
alw ays 
“ h ear” 
esti­ 
m ates. But when the census bureau 
counted 
up 
the 
actual 
bushels, 
pounds and tons, these estim ates al­ 
w ays fell short. 
Tho 
d ep artm ent 
“estim ates” 
al­ 
w ays shouted 
“unprecedented 
pros­ 
p erity for the fa rm e rs!” But the cen- 
#us shows actual am ounts. T he de­ 
p artm ent showed an increase in corn 
In the southern states from 1889 to 
1909. But th e cen sus showed 
a 
crease of 7 per cent. The d epartm en t 
exaggeration of 
V irginia 
corn 
for 
1909 was 24 per 
cent: 
for 
N orth 
C arolina corn, 43 per cent ; for Geor­ 
gia porn, 55 per cent; 
for 
Florida 
corn, 19 per cent; for South Carolina 
coin, 77 per cent; for Alabam a corn. 
42 per cen t; for Louisiana corn, 97 
p er c e n t ; 
for Mississippi 
corn.

62 per cent—all 
as com pared w ith the census returns. 
T his might he excusable on

ground or other. But th e hornblowing 
policy of the d ep artm ent has

21 per ren t, the farm ed lands haw' 
also increased 
in

per cent. But with all this int r« ase 
in farmed lands tho census show s an 
Increase of only 1.7 per cent in the 
to tal cereal crops. 
So th a t the Ja m e s W ilson adm in­ 
istra tio n w ent out of office w ith tie 
s e re s over w hich it presided showing 
an actual decrease 
in 
th eir yields. 
Of course, this is not the faut' of th# 
adm inistration, but it is its fault that 
th e acts w ere concealed.

There were six of these cities in cen­ 
tral localities, to any one of which the 
m an slayer might fly and there find 
protection until lbs case could he le­ 
gally tried. 
These cities dill not shel­ 
te r the wilful murderer, hut the au ­ 
thorities, after a fair trial, delivered 
such up to the Just penalty of their 
crime, which was death.—Deuterono­ 
my 19:11-13; N um bers 33:30-34. 
If the 
killing proved to be accidental the 
man-slayer m ust still rem ain in the 
city of refuge until the death of the 
high priest then in office. 
This re­ 
straint upon his liberty was the penal­ 
ty for his carelessness, and thus an 
additional protection to hum an life. 
This feature of the Mosaic law strong­ 
ly foreshadowed tho refuge which the 
sinner may find in Christ. 
H e is our 
shield and refuge from the penalty of 
all sin, save that which 
wilful.

Answer.—As a m atter of fact. the 
Christian 
Community 
at 
Jerusalem 
was a failure. 
“There arose a m ur­ 
muring”—“because their widows were 
neglected in the daily m inistrations”. 
The apostles soon found th at the m an­ 
agem ent of 
the 
community 
would 
greatly Interfere with their real work 
—their commission to preach the gos­ 
pel—“T hat repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his name, 
beginning at Jerusalem .” So they aban­ 
doned those things to others. 
The 
Apostle Faul and others travelled from 
city to city preaching C hrist and him 
crucified; but, so far as the record 
shows, they never mentioned Com­ 
munism and never organized a Com­ 
munity; and yet S t Paul declares, “ I 
have not shunned to declare unto you 
the 
whole counsel 
of 
God”. 
This 
proves th at Communism is no part of 
the Gospel, nor of the counsel of God 
for this age. 
Oil the contrary, the 
Apostle Paul exhorted and instructed 
the Church to do things which w ould be 
wholly impossible to do as members of 
a communistic society—to each “pro­ 
vide for his ow n” ; “to lay by on the

them;

In evidence th at heaven is 
a place and at a distance from the 
earth, and th at it requires time to go 
and come, notice the fact th at our 
Lord said that he would “go aw ay” 
and “come again”. 
This could not be 
true if to go to heaven means merely 
a change from the hum an conditions 
to the spiritual conditions, because he 
will never come again to human con­ 
ditions. 
H e took upon him the form 
of a se rv a n t and was made a little 
lower than the angels, for the suffering 
of death * 
* * that he by the grace 
of God should taste death for every 
man. 
(H ebrew s 2:9.) 
Ile has finished 
th a t work and has no further use for 
the body of humiliation and has been 
glorified; and is the express image of 
the F ath er’s person. 


Q.— W hy did not the Lord have re­ 
spect for Cain's offering, and why did 
not He accept it? 
Genesis 4:5. 
(Eli.) 
* Answer.—Nothing either good or bad 
is recorded of either of these men, 
( ’ain and Abel, up to the time of the 
presentations of Jheir offerings before 
the Lord. 
It was but natural, and we 
might say proper, th at each should 
present to the Lord an offering repre­ 
senting his own industries, and the 
Lord’s acceptance of Abel’s offering 
and failure to accept Cain’s should not 
lie considered as any slight upon the 
latter, but rattier as a lessou of instruc­ 
tion, a leading of divine providence, 
indicating the character of offering 
th at would be most acceptable and 
pleasing to the Lord. 
The reason for 
the acceptance of Abel's offering is ap­ 
parent—God desired that all offerings 
from His creatures should recognize 
original sin and the necessity for a 
great sin-offering, the sacrifice* of the 
life of the Redeemer. 
Thus early did 
God begin the lesson of instruction 
emphasized by the Apostle th at with- 
#ut (lie shedding of blood there is no 
remission of sin.—H ebrews 9:22. 
We 
eau sympathize with Cain in his grief 
that his sacrifice was not acceptable 
to the Lord; we can appreciate his sur­ 
prise that the offering of his younger 
brother, a blood offering, should he 
more acceptable. 
But here we can 
see that he took the w rong course in al­ 
lowing envious, angry feelings against 
his brother, whereas he should have 
gone to the Lord in supplication to 
know why his sacrifice was not accept­ 
able 
Had he done so the Lord w’ould 
undoubtedly have explained the m at­ 
ter to him.

lowing report showing Missouri crop 


conditions in June was issued Satur­ 


day from the office of T. C. Wilson, 
secretary of the Missouri state bu­ 
reau of agriculture. 
Missouri crop conditions are some­ 
what less favorable than 
a 
month 
ago, when they were unusually good. 
Average tem perature for the month 
was 06, rainfall 1.43 inches, as com­ 
pared with 3.25 inches for May, 1912, 
and is 3.45 inches below' normal. 
In 
some southern counties lack of rain­ 
fall has already wrought damage to 
growing crops. 
Reports show 91 per cent of the 
corn planted by June I. 
This is IO 
per cent better than a year ago. The 
soil condition is 88. 
This, with good 
seed, has resulted in one of the best 
stands of corn in the history of the 
state, it being placed at 93. 
Corn 
acreage is estimated at 101 per cent 
as compared with last year’s crop of 
7,610.900 acres. 
Condition of wheat is 89. 
One year 
ago 64, one month ago 98. 
The loss 
of points for the state is attributed 
as much to unfavorable weather con­ 
ditions in the spring as during the 
month of May 
The abandoned acre­ 
age for the state is estimated at but 
I per cent. 
The outlook for oats, except in the 
northwest section of the state, Is 
poor. 
Much of the crop went in late 
and w eather conditions 
have 
since 
been unfavorable. 
Condition of oats 
for the state is 68. 
The clover crop is excellent, being 
84 for the state. 
The stand of new 
clover is 76, having been hurt by 
dry weather. 
Timothy is poor. 
Alfalfa is reported at 92. 
Condition of rye is 92 and barley 
95. 
Barley acreage 83. 
Tobacco acreage is estimated 
at 
88. as compared with one yea.* ago. 
Cotton acreage 91, flax acreage 92 
and potato acreage 97. 
Correspondents estimate that there 
is but 35 per cent as much hog chol­ 
era as existed three months ago. 
The outlook for an apple crop was 
materially lowered during the month, 
being 73 on June I. 
The peach 
prospect continues to 
be the best and an immense yield is 
promised. 
Dry weather in almost all parts of 
Missouri has dealt the crops of the 
state a hard blow’, according to local 
men who have studied the conditions. 
“The wheat crop will be a great 
disappointment,” said D. H. Doane, 
of the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture 
‘‘Along about the first of April 
conditions made us predict the big­ 
gest crop of years, but drought has 
damaged the growth severely. 
This 
is especially so in the eastern halt 
and the southwestern part 
of 
the 
state. 
In the center and northwest­ 
ern parts of the state the crops will 
be fair. 
“Oats will be about as nearly a 
complete failure as I have ever known 
them to be. 
Pasture 
and 
meadow’ 
lands are baked hard. 
The corn has 
been held back by the dry weather, 
but has not been damaged badly as 
yet. 
Good rains now’ will cause a 
good corn crop.” 
John Bland, secretary of the state 
board of horticulture, says that 30 per 
cent of the apple crop has been ruin­ 
ed by blight. 
This is the first time 
that the blight has done serious dam­ 
age in the state. 
He says the dam­ 
age done this year, however, does not 
mean that the blight tis 
likely 
to 
cause similar damage next year. 
Peaches and small fruits promise 
well for a full crop.

highway in each county. 
The last legislature enacted a bill 
providing 
tor 
the 
highway 
board, 
which is empowered to let the con­ 
tract and d ra g 
the 
roads extending 
from one county seat to another. In 
the event that the roads are in 
s u c h 
condition th a t dragging 
is 
unneces­ 
sary or impracticable, 
an 
am ount 
equal to the cost of dragging can be 
trxpended in bettering the roads. 
An appropriation of $15 per annum 
is provided for 
dragging 
the roads 
for each mile in the county. 
This 
account is payable 
monthly 
out ot 
state 
treasury, 
following 
the 
proper auditing and 
certificate of 
the county highway board and state 
highway engineer. 
The county highway board is limit­ 
ed to IO cents per mile and can not 
expend m e re than that sum for each 
dragging with a standard four-horse 
c4rag, not less than eight 
feet long.

W ith the aw a k e n in g of true C hris­ 


tianity— heart C h ristianity—h as come 


a substitute, 
nam ely, 
C hurchianity. 
For years C h ristian faith has been 
gradually declining, u n d e r 
the 
a t­ 
tacks of H igher Criticism, Evolution, 
and u nder the neutralizing influence 
of the love of pleasure. 
Gradually 
one Bible doctrine a fte r a n o th e r has 
been quietly dropped, which C hurch­ 
ianity has been brought to the front 
m ore and m ore as a form of godli­ 
ness, but wholly d estitute of its pow­ 
er. 
Conditions in G reat 
Britain 
and 
A m erica a re serious indeed, yet not 
to he com pared with th e conditions 
of the G erm anic and Latin nations. 
In F ran ce probably not m ore th a n 2 
per c e n t have any real faith; in Ger­ 
m any probably less than IO per cent. 
In A m erica probably not m ore than 
20 per cent, and 
in 
Great 
Britain 
probably not m ore than 30 per cent 
still tru s t in the living God, and a 
still sm aller per cent regard the Bi­ 
ble as His inspired 
Message, 
and 
seek 
to 
be 
guided thereby. 
How' 
short a distance th e world has to go 
to ignore it entirely! 


Are the Masses 
Not Christians? 
To this question, th e P a s to r said, 
two a n s w e rs m ight he given. 
One 
a n s w e r m ight be th a t all civilized 
people claim 
to be Christians. 
In 
o th e r 
words, th e 
te rm 
C hristianity 
has been substituted for civilization 
in th e m inds of th e people. 
As one 
gentlem an replied to this question; 
“ W e are certainly 
not 
Jew s, 
nor 
h e a th e n s; 
I reckon, 
therefore, 
we 
m u st be C hristians.” 
T h e o th e r a n s w e r to th e question, 
Hie P asto r said, w as th a t a C hristian 
is one who professes to believe the 
teachings of J e su s and His Apostles, 
and who profess consecration, in his 
daily life following those teachings 
and the exam ple 
which 
iP ustrated 
them. 
This, 
th e M a ste r’s view of 
Christianity, and the Apostolic view , 
the P asto r declared to be his own 
view'. 
Let 
t i s see, he said, lo w h a t 
extent the te achings of C h ris t and 
the te achings of th e Bible are still 
believed. 
How' few' Relieve t h a t J e su s existed 
as a spirit being before H e was born 
of a virgin in o rd e r to becom e the 
“ Man C hrist J e s u s ”— in o rd e r to be 
qualified to give His life a Ransom- 
price for the forfeited life of Adam! 
How few believe th a t H e really did 
die a t all ! W hat the m ajority believe 
on th e subject seem s to be that H o 
m erely ap peared to die on the cross, 
but really w as ag m uch alive as ever 
in som e spiritual sense. 
How few be­ 
lieve th a t He really 
a ro se 
on 
the 
third 
d ay —the 
m ajority 
seem ingly 
believing th a t in some w ay the Bible 
account is u n tru e ; and th a t if Je su s 
arose at all, H e experienced th a t re s­ 
urrection on th e c ro s s !— Luke 24:46; 
Acts 1 0: 40. 
Or com ing down to th e effect of 
Christ’s death as respects th e forgive­ 
ness of sins, said the pastor, how' few' 
have any serious conviction th a t they 
need a Savior, or th a t they could not 
come to God, if they wished to, w ith ­ 
out a Redeem er, w ithout a sacrifice, 
without an advocate w ith th e F a th e r! 
It would a p p e a r as though the a t­ 
te m p t of the last fifty years to ig­ 
nore doctrines, instead of correcting 
the doctrines of th e p a st in the pres­ 
ent light on th e Bible has been a 
great m istake, which is now’ hearing 
its injurious fruit in th a t very few' 
Christian

especially in th e colleges. 
T hey p er­ 
ceive th a t the Bible is classed with 
th e creeds, and is claimed to be their 
foundation 
T his 
is 
th e 
alarm in g 
m istake. 
T h e sooner w e get rid of 
the creeds of the D ark Ages, th e b e t­ 
te r for us. 
But if we lose the Bible 
are w e not in d a n g er of losing all 
th a t has tended to steady o ur civili­ 
zation— the foundation of all o ur faith 
and hope beyond the present life? 


T h e Loss Is Greater to Some. 
T h e m ajority

mankind, 
with

a race with th e foreknow ledge and 
foreintention that nearly all of that. 
race would suffer to rtu re throughout 


I eternity. In proportion as th a t theory 
|advocated in the c re e d s of th e d ark 
iagcg is still proclaimed, in th a t sam e 
I proportion 
intelligent 
m inds repudi­ 
ate everything, and denounce all re­ 
ligious teachings a.j priestcraft. 
T he a v era g e man needs 
the mes­ 
sage of life and hope which th e Cos­ 
ign holds out for him in the future 
in order to m ake the trials, the dis­ 
couragem ents and the sorrows of th e 
present life endurable, and iii o rd er 
that these m ay operate in him. may 
serve him as lessons 
in 
c h a ra c te r 
d* velopment 
In Kingston, 
Jam aica.
